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DR. BEEKMAN RESIGNS. 


Fenwick Beekman, M.D. has tendered his resignation as Chief of the 
General Surgical Service effective June 1, 1950. His resignation was 
accepted with profound regret by the Board of Managers. 


Dr. Beekman has a distinguished career of service to this hospital, 
to the medical profession, and to the United States. He received his 
academic education at St. Mark's School and Columbia University, and 
received his degree of Doctor of Medicine from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania in 1907. Dr. Beekman was appointed Associate Surgeon in 1927, 
Attending Surgeon in 1931, and Chief of the Surgical Service in 1946. 
When he became Chief of the Service, he inaugurated an improved program of 
teaching for the Surgical Residents. For years, he had been most interested 
in our Medical Library, and under his direction it has come to be recognized 
as one of the best hospital libraries in the City. 


He has been active in the Medical Societies and a member of various 
committees. At present he is a Trustee of the New York State Medical Society 


and was a member of the Comitia Minore. 


Dr. Beekman is a prodigious writer. In 1934, he published a book,"0ffice 
Surgery" and he has written many surgical papers published in the Annals of 
Surgery and the American Journal of Surgery. One of his greatest interests has 
been that of Medical History, and many articles of his on this subject have been 
published in the Bulletin of the New York Academy of Medicine, the Journal 
History of Medicine and the Annals of Medical History. At present, he is writing 
a book on the Rise of Medical Education in the British Empire. His collection of 
Hunteriana probably cannot be surpassed anywhere. For the 75th Anniversary Cele- 
bration of the founding of the New York Society for the Relief of the Ruptured 
and Crippled, he wrote a most interesting and scholarly book on the History of 
the Hospital. A copy of this book is in our Library and should be read by every- 
one interested in the hospital. It has been appearing in resumé form in the 
Record and Chronicle. 


Dr. Beekman served as a Major in the Medical Corps in World War I and was 
cited for meritorious service in the Battle of Cambrai. 


Dr. Beekman has many facets of interest which will keep him busy now that 
he has decided to retire from the active practice of medicine. For years he has 
been very active as a member of the Board of the New York Historical Society and 
in 1947 was elected its President. Among his hobbies are bookbinding, water 
colors, photography and fly fishing. He ties his own flies and has a collection 
which is the envy of many followers of Isaak Walton. 


Dr. Beekman has been appointed to the Board of Consultants of the 
Hospital for Special Surgery and we are happy to announce has been made 
Curator of the Medical Library. 


We hope that in his new position we shall have the opportunity of 
Seeing him often and shall continue to enjoy his friendly and genial 
personality.

WHAT HAPPENED WAS ...0000e0%sseeeeeeANY MONDAY IN THE DIRECTOR'S OFFICE 


What happened was that the Editor of this paper some time ago asked 
for an "article" from the Director's Office, We understand that he made this 
request to the inner office - the "inner" office meaning that section wherein 
the occupants are protected by a push button door from the "outer" traffic and 
noise, These occupants looked at each other, looked out the window, looked at 
the ceiling and reputedly looked at us. We were busy looking at a pile of work 
on our desk, and didn't hear about it or we would have looked in the closet and 
stayed there until this issue was off the press, Since we were not thusly far- 
sighted, we were gently reminded last Friday that our copy would be due today 
(Monday). Friday was hot, we were tired, and we decided to dash off something 
at home over the weekend. The weekend found us preoccupied with vacuum cleaners, 
ironing boards, and the like, and Sunday night we started to read the New Yorker 
for inspiration and fell asleep reading it for pleasure. Monday morning on the 
train we made a firm resolve to clear up the first load of desk work quickly and 
settle dowm to our piece which we expected to turn in at noon. We were met at 
the hospital entrance by an employee who wanted a brief word with us. As we 
rounded the corner into the office we found a lady looking for a history of the 
hospital. On our desk lay a note from a department head indicating the need of 
a replacement for an employee who had not appeared for two days. Under the note 
was a thick pile of salary requests for employees going on vacation; under the 
pile was the census book for three days checking (some patients come in female 
and leave male), and under that was a bunch of store requisitions, We got to 
the census, when another department head peered in and said he too needed an 
employee. The last girl he hired who needed a job so desperately had not ap-= 
peared today. The telephone rang —- a credit company checking on the employment 
status of someone who hasn't been here since 1943. Then a man came in from the 
Department of Sanitation wanting to sell tickets to some shindig. We referred 
him to the "inner" office. Back to the census book, but not for long. A man 
appeared with some dolls as a contribution to the children, and complained that 
we hadn't acknowledged the scrapbooks he brought last week, Behind him was 
another department head to say that two more employees had decided to change 
their vacations, We got up and closed the door, So what happened then was 
that the telephone rang so much we became convinced that all the people who 
saw our door closed went out to the Information Desk and telephoned instead, We 
opened the door again. Mr. Young called to say we should try to get a hanging 
desk phone for Pavilion 4 - seems that the vhone keeps falling on the floor which 
is hard to explain to the New York Telephone Company, but we'll try. Our secre- 
tary came in to take a couple of urgent notes to the Accounting Office about 
payroll transfers, and this extensive operation of approximately four lines was 
interrupted twice. But the second interruption paid off - it was a lady with a 
check representing a contribution to the hospital, Directed her to Public Re- 
lations Office. Back to the dictation, then back to the census, then, finally, 
back to the Record & Chronicle. We wrote the title - "Personnel Problems in the 
Small Hospital." We thought it sounded impressive, though we doubted we'd win 
any prizes. Prizewinners always have the title given to them. "I like hospitals 
because€.eeeeeee.in 25 words or less and be sure to enclose three discharge slips." 
This reverie was shortlived with the arrival of an applicant for a laundry job 
who could speak only Italian. We tried to explain that since she couldn't count 
sheets in English and our laundry foreman couldn't count sheets in Italian, we 
felt we could not employ her. We didn't think she understood so we wrote a note 
to the employment agency and sent her back, wishing we could have helped her, 
The telephone again and someone demanding the name of THE TOP surgeon on our 
staff to care for his wife. We suggested that all our surgeons are tops and we 
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would be glad to send a list from which to choose, We suddenly remembered that 
we had not yet scheduled any employees for Tuesday's Personnel Health Service 

and got on the phone to do this job. So then what happened was that it was lunch 
time -- yipes!] and us with only a title written, Which is not to say that we 
didn't go to lunch and glad we did because we heard about Mr. Rashmajian's new 
car which if it isn't reported elsewhere in this paper should be with all the 
special policemen watching it and other such folderol. Back from lunch and met 
by a kitchenman who was reporting as per orders to sign a tax card and have a 
pre-employment hernia check - and try to explain that to someone who doesn't 
understand English. An employee came in to ask for a salary advance. In case 
anyone is interested, this department regretfully says "Sorry it can't be done," 
to such requests. We're broke too and payday isn't until Thursday. If we advance 
to one employee, that means advance to 509 others, and we want tc keep in the 
good graces of the Accounting Office or we might not get paid at all. Which 
reminds us that at 2:00 p.m. someone placed a pile of checks on our desk to be 
signed, Should we write for the Record & Chronicle and hold up payday and have 
an axe thrown at us? We started signing checks, Next came a phone call from 
someone who wanted to make arrangements to bring in some theatrical people to 
entertain on one of the wards, and could he have a piano? Then a man wanted a 
special pass because he is serving on a labor arbitration board and never knows 
when he can visit his wife. We wished he would arbitrate in our office and we 
would go visit his wife. But this was a new reason for wanting a special pass so 
we gave it to him. Four out of five people in New York go to Chicago on a 2:00 
pem. train every day and have to have special passes. Occupational Therapy 
called and said would we please arrange to have someone go to 46th Street and 
pick up a typewriter which is being donated to the hospital. One of the switch- 
board operators called and said she couldn't come to work because of a severe 
sunburn. Thanks to the cooperation of our staff we managed coverage for this 
emergency. After interviewing two more applicants for jobs and listening to 
grievances from a dissatisfied employee, we headed for the cafeteria and coffee. 
We knew now we were beaten and our article must be sweated out far into the 
night, and the coffee would help. We spent the last hour in the office looking 
at the morning mail, consisting of requests for references on former employees, 
advertisements from employment agencies and real estate companies, announcements 
to be posted, and the inevitable questionnaires from the same organizations that 
wrote last year only now they want something else. From 4:50 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
nobody came in the office and it's a good thing because what happened was that we 
closed our desk, closed our door, came home, ate dinner and here it is 9:50 p.m. 
and we still have only that title written, so don't look at us the next time you 
want an article from the Director's Office.

We are privileged to have a note from Dr. Wilson on his trip last 
month to Europe, and report herewith Dr. Wilson's own interesting description 
of his trip: "I have just returned after a very flying but satisfactory trip, 
being gone exactly four weeks and spending two weeks in England, ten days in 
Paris and three days in Lisbon. In England I renewed old contacts and friend- 
ships which were formed during the war at the time we were running the A.H.B. 
and made trips down to Basingstoke where the unit first functioned at Park 
Prewitt, and a week-end trip to Oxford, where we operated the Churchill Hospital. 
The former is now back to its original state asa mental hospital, and the 
Churchill Hospital is being run as an extension of the Radcliff Infirmary, and 
functions with the medical school of Oxford University. I gave my lecture at 
the Royal College of Surgeons, was a guest at the meeting of the Association of 
Surgeons of Great Britain and Ireland, was also guest of honor at the meeting of 
the Robert Jones Dining Club, participated in a panel discussion on C.P. at the 
Royal Society of Medicine and addressed the Chartered Society of Physical Thera- 
pists on Cerebral Palsy. Motion picture film on the bone bank was well received. 
In Paris, I visited the services of Dr. Merle D'Aubigne and of Dr. Judet. These 
Surgeons are doing a good deal of work at the present time with arthroplasty of 
the hip employing an acrylic resin replacement for the femoral head. In Lisbon I 
gave an address on the use of Refrigerated Bone in Surgical Procedures before the 
Society of Surgeons of the Hospitals of Lisbon, and also presented my film." Dr. 


Wilson reports that there seems to have been great recovery in economic and social 


life in all of these countries and conditions seem to be back again to the period 
before the war with an abundance of everything.
